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Continuation of 13. Otiier: In response to applicant's arguments and amendment, the 112 first paragraph rejectrion is withdrawn. The 103 
rejection remains and is addressed as follows: 

Applicant argues that Davis teaches away and teaches a different type of vaccine strategy and are not pertinant to applicant's endeavour, 
For the second 103, applicant argues that Webb et al. liposomes for cancer drug delivey and that the claimed liposomes have a longer half 
life than DOSPER liposomes. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and not found persuasive. 

The Davis et al. reference does not teach away because immunizing to get an antibody response is known in the art and one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of invention would have known influenza and antibody responses to influenza. Also, Davis et al. does not teach 
away because the reference does not state that if you were to do the claimed invention it would fail. 

As for Webb et al. applicants argument that it is not in the applicant's field of endeavour is not persuasive because that reference is not 
the basis of the rejection but is used to show that the ceramides uses in Wheeler et al. are available in different C chain structures and and 
that the different structures give different results. Also, there is no limitation in the claims either structural or functional that requires the 
vaccine liposomes to have a longer shelf life tha DOPER. 
Thus, the rejection is maintained. 
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
